He hoped the party couid cease its dis- 
cussion and agree upon a platform in 
harmony with the views of the party gen- 
erally. He was opposed to the insertion 
of an income tax plank, because be saw 
no necessity for making this newW issue. 

“T believe,” said he ‘“‘that it wiJl hurt 
us; that it will weaken our platform, but 
that if the members of this committee 
think otherwise it should go in; but the 
question of a gold standard fs on far 
more importance.’ 

Mr. Hill urged that if the gold stead 
Was omitted the party would be placed 
in a false position.

But, 
he said, through no fault of the party 
conditions had changed and it had been 
proved that the g0ld standard was the 
solution to the question. Although the

FOR OLD BONDS 

Were Issued in 1859 To 
Secure Debt for 


Arms,

Whether or not the state of Georgia 
shall pay ante-bellum bonds to the value 
of $24,200, which was issued to pay for 
guns used in the war between the states, 
was a question which the general judici- 
ary committee of the house of represen- 
tatives was called upon to discuss yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The bill which had been referred to the 
committee brought out a most interest- 
ing bit of Georgia history. Mr. Butts, of 
Glenn, introduced the bill i nthe house 
yesterday morning, and the general judi- |

ore under a special order. 

The story behind the bonds is as fol- | 
‘lows: 

In November, 1859, the general assem- 
bly of Georgia passed a bill authorizing 
the governor to purchase firearms for 
the militia, and later an appropriation of 
$75,000 was made for the purpose. On 
November 14, 1860, Governor Joseph E. 
Brown contracted with the Sharps Rifle 
Company, of Hartford, Conn., for $50,000 
worth of rifles and ammunition, Fifteen 
bought from the 
company, The guns and ammunition were 
delivered to che governor at MUledgeville 
on November 30, 1860, the company re- 
ceiving half the purchase price in cash 
and the balance in bonds of $500 each at 
6 per cent, payable in twenty years in 
United States currency. There were fifty 
of the bonds. 

Georgia seceded from the union two 
months and three days after the contract 
was made for the rifles, and five months 
afterwards the Southern Confederacy was 
established. 

In [869 an effort was made to collect 
part of the coupons on the bonds, but 
owing to the troublous and unsettled con- 
dition of the times no collection was 
made. In 1883, two years after the bonds 
were due, the legislature of Georgia was 


suit so the bonds could be recovered in 
court. This measure was recommended 
favorably by the judiciary committee, but 
was voted down in the house, 

In the meantime the Sharps Rifle Com- 
‘pany went into liquidation, Twenty-eight 
of the bonds disappeared, , and twenty- 
‘one of them fell into the hands of the 
‘trustees of the estate of George Mat- 
‘tingly, of Washington, D. C. It is Robert 
'E. Mattingly, of Washington, who is now 
‘trying to collect the bonds,

INSURANCE BILL 
IS OF INTEREST 


Proposes an_ Inter - State 
Company of Enormous 
Strength, 


Insurance men all over the state and, 
indeed, all over the south, are interested 
in the bil] introduced in the house yes- 
terday by Mr. Gross, of McDuffie, pro- 
viding for the creation of interstate life 
insurance companies. 

The bill was intfotduced for the benefit 
of the Southern [nterstate Life Insur- 
ance Company, a mutual organization on 
a new plan for which existing laws of 
Georgia do not provide. 

This interstate life insurance company 
will be capitalized at $1,000,000 and can- 
not begin business nor receive a charter 
untill probable insurers have agreed in 


| writing to take out as much as $500,000 
novelty of the plan is | 
| the provision for the growth of the com- 


insurance. The 
pany, 
Interstate companies organized under 
the terms of the Gross bill may have a 
trustee for every state, for evéry two 
territories and for the District of Co- 
lumbia. These trustees are for the first 
years of the company’s existence to be 
elected solely by the stockholders, but 


'after that by the policy holders, who, if 


they carry as muchas $2,500 insurance, 
will be known as qualified electors, The 
affairs of the company will be under the 
control of the board of trustees. 

After the first ten years the capital 
stock of the company mag be increased 
to a sum not greater than $3,200,000 and 
after this increase as the company pros- 
pers this stock may be retired, provided 
always in this retirement of stock a 
sinking fund and surplus of not less than 
$5,000,000 be left unimpaired. 

When all the stock shall have been re- 
tired the policy holders, as before stated, 
shal] become qualified electors and name 
the trustees, the policy holders of each 
trustee district voting only for their own 
trustee. The trustee districts are, of 
course, states, territories or the District 
of Columbia. 

Policy holders who do not carry as 
much as $2,500 insurance are what is 
known as junior electors and have the 
right to vote on the question of remoy- 
ing a qualified elector from his privileges 
of voting. 

The novelty of the law lies in the fact 
that inherently the act contemplates con- 
trolling extensive business affairs scat- 
tered over mapy states. Companies or- 
ganized under’ its terms will be affected 
by it alone and none save these special 
companies will be affected. 

The Southern Interstate Life Insurance 
Company, for the benefit of which the 
bill was introduced, will have its princi- 
pal office in Atlanta and it is under- 
stood will be organized as soon as the 
bill is passed and becomes a law.

MR. F. P. DUNNE’S STORY 
OF HIS CHARACTERS. 


Archey Road atretches back 
for many miles from the heart 
of an ugly city to the cabbage 
gardens that gave the maker 
of the se4i his opportunity to 
call the city ‘wurbs in horto.”’ 
Somewhere between the two— 
tnat ts to say, forninst the gas- 
house and beyant' Healey’s 
slough and not far from the 
polis station—lives Martin 
Dooley, doctor of philosophy. 

There was a time when Archey 
Road wee purely Irish. But 
the Huns, turned back from the 
Adriatic and the stock yards 
and overrunning Archey Road. 
have nearly exhausted the orig- 
inal population—not driven 
them out as they drove out less 
Vigorous races, with thick clubs 
and short spears, but edged 
them out with the more biting 
weapons of modern § civiliza- 
tion—everworked and under- 
eaten them tnto the more lan- 
guid surroundings remote from 
the tanks of the gas-house and 
the “blast furnaces of the roll- 
ing- mill. 

But MR. DOOLEY remains, 
and enough remain with him 
to save the Archey Road. In 
this community you can 
hear al] the various accents of 
Ireland, from the awkward 
brogue of the ‘“far-downer’’ to 
the mild and alsy Elizabethan 
English of the southern Irish- 
man, and all the exqulsite va- 
riations to be heard between 
Armagh and Bantry Bay, with 
the difference that would nat- 
urally erfse from eubstituting 
cinders and eulphuretted hydro- 
gen for soft misty air and peat 
smoke. Here also you can see 
the wakes and christenings, the 
marriages and funerals, and 
other fetes of the ol)’ country 
somewhat modified and dark- 
ened by American usage. The 
banshee has been heard many 


times in Archey Road. On the 
eve of All Saints’ Day it is well 
known that here alone the 
pookies play thricks in cabbage 
gardens. In 1893 it was report- 
ed that Malachi Dempsey was 
called ‘‘by .the other people,” 
and disappeared west of the 
tracks snd never came back. 

A simple people! ‘Simple, 
says ye!”’ remarked Mr. Dooley. 
“Simple like th’ air or th’ deep 
sea. Not complicated like a 
watch tnat etops whin th’ shoot 
iv clothes ye got it with wears 
ont. Whin Father Butler 
wr-rote a book he, niver fin- 
fshed, he said simplicity was 
not wearin’ al] ye had on ye’er 
shirt-front, like a tin-horn gam- 
bler with hfs di’mon’ stud. An’ 
‘tis s0.”’ 

The barbarilaws around them 
are moderately but firmly gov- 
erned, encouraged to passionate 
votings for the ruling race, put 
restrained from the immoral 
pursult of office. 

The most generous, thought- 
ful, honest and chaste people 
in the world are these friends 
of MR. DOOLEY—knowg and 
innocent; moral, but g#ing no 
heed at all to patent politi- 
cal moralities. 

Among them lives and pros- 
pers the traveler, archaevlogist, 
historian, social observer, sa- 
loon keeper, economist and 
philosopher, who has not been 
out of the ward for twenty-five 
yearns “but twict.” - He reads 
the newspapers with solemn 
care, heartily hates them, and 
accepts all they print for the 
sake of drowning Hennessy’s 
rising protests against his 
logic. From the coo] heights of 
life in the Archey Road, unin- 
terrupted by the jarring noises 
of crickets and cows, he ob- 
rerves tne passing show, and 
meditates thereon. His im- 
pressions are transferred to the 
desensitized plate of Mr. Hen- 
nessy’s mind, where they c&an 
do no harm. 


‘“‘There’s no betther place to 
see what’s goin’ on thin the 
Archey Road,’’§$§said Mr. Dooley, 
“Whin th’ ilctchric car is hum- 
min’ down th’ street and’ th’ 
blast goin’ sthrong at th’ mills, 
th’ noise is that gr-reat ye 
can’t think.’’ 

He is opulent in good advice, 
as becomes a man of his ata- 
tion: for he has mastered most 
of the obstacles in a business 
career, and pny ieading a _ pru- 
dent and temperate life hag es- 
tablished himself so well that 
he owns hig own house and fur- 
niture, and is only silghtly be- 
hind on his license. It would he 
Mméelicate to give statistics as 
to his age. Mr. Hennessy says 
he was a “grown man whin th’ 
pikes was out in forty-eight, an’ 
I was hedge-high, an’ I'm near 
fifty-five’”” MR. DOOLEY says 
Mr. Hennessy is eighty. He 
closes discussions on his own 
age with the remark, “I’m old 
enough to know betther.”’ He 
has served his country with dis. 
distinetion. His conduct of the 
important office of captain of 
his precinct (1873-75) was high- 
ly commended, and there was 
some talk of nominating him 
fer alderman. At the expira- 
tion of his term he was per- 
sonally thanked by the Hon. M. 
McGee, at one.time a member 
of the centrai committee. But 
the activity of public life was 
unsuited to a man of MR. 
DOOLEY’S tastes; and. while 
Ne continues to view the po- 
litical situation always with in- 
terest and sometimes with 
alarm, he has resolutely de- 
clined to leave the bar for the 
forum. His early experiences 
gave him wisdom in discussing 
public affairs. ‘‘Politics,” he 
says, “ain’t bean bag. ‘Tis a 
man’s game; an’ women, child4- 
her. an’  pro-hybitionists’d do 
well to keep out iv it.”” Again 
he remarks, ‘As Shakespeare

old crop months and spot market at 
Liverpoo!. Better weather reports with 
the forecast calling for fair weather in 
the western belt seemed to reassuge new 
crop shorts, and after the opening these 
positions worked Jower in the main, while 
the old crop, influenced by the continued 
firmness of the Liverpoo] market, which 
closed at about best or a net advance of 
26@28 points on the old and of 8@le 
points on the new crop positions, not- 
withstanding the indifference, continued 
to advance on covering with suly sell- 
ing as high as 10.87, a net gain of 32 
points, while August reached 10.90, a not 
gain of 35 points. Further large exports 
were reported during the afternoon, in- 
cluding about 2,704 from local stocks,
